MOSCOW, Sept. 14 (AP)— 
Chancellor Adenauer flew home | 
today with an agreement to/| 
establish diplomatic relations | 
between the Soviet Union and 
West Germany and the Krem- | 
lin’s promise to return all Ger- 
mans still held in the Soviet | 
Union. 


Before taking off, the 79-year- 
old West German leader gave | 
Soviet Premier Bulganin an in- 
formal invitation to visit him in 
Bonn. 

There was no apparent prog- 
ress made on the other key is- 
sue raised by Adenauer in the 
five-day conference—the reuni- 
fication of his divided country. 

Joint Communique. 


A joint communique signed 
by Adenauer and Bulganin said 
only that the agreement to ex- 
change ambassadors ‘will fur- | 
ther the settlement of pending 
probgems affecting the whole of | 
Germany, and must thus help | 
the solution of the principal na- 
tional problem of the German 
people—the re-establishment of 
the unity of the German demo- 
cratic state.” 

The two delegations also 
agreed to set up committees to 
work for development of Ger- 
man-Soviet trade. 

In an exchange of letters 
with Bulganin at the close of 
the conference, Adenauer also | 
put on the record what he 
called “German rights which 
we cannot relinquish.” In his 
letter.he insisted that the fix- 
ing of Germany's final border | 
must be done only in a final 
peace treaty, and that his gov- 
ernment still insists on its 
claim to speak for all of Ger- 
many. 

Preserves Alliance Ties. 

Before leaving for home, 
Adenauer told a news confer- 
ence that in agreeing to estab- 
lish relations with the Russians, 
he had not abandoned any of 
his government's ties and obli- 
gations to the North Atlantic | 
Treaty Organization and the 
Western European Union. 

He added that the Russians | 
had not demandéd this of him, | 
although Bulganin had said at 
the outset of the talks that 
West German membership in 
NATO and WEU was. the 
chief barrier to German reuni- 
fication. 

“I want to declare emphat- 
ically that no secret deal or 
pact of any kind was made be- | 
tween us and the Soviet gov- | 
ernment,” Adenauer told the 
reporters. 

The joint communique made 
no mention of the German pris- 
onérs but Adenauer said Bul- 
ganin and Soviet Communist 
Party Chief Nikita Khrushchev 
had agreed to return the 9626 
Germans the Russians admit 
holding as war criminals. 

The Chancellor added that 
Bulganin and Khrushchev had 
said they knew of no other Ger- 
mans held by Russia, but had 
promised to investigate and to 
hand over any they found. The

KROGER PLANTS 


Walkout at Warehouse, 


Bakery May Tie Up 


Deliveries to Branch 
Stores. 


A strike of maintenance men 
at the Kroger Co.’s warehouse 
and bakery today threatened to 
stop deliveries of groceries and 
baked goods to the company’s 
branch stores in the metropoli- 
an area 

Picket lines were established 


at the warehouse, 1311 South 
Thirty-ninth street, and at the 


—— 1008 South Spring ave- 
nue, by Local 6, AFL Firemen, 
Oilers and Maintenance Men, 


after negotiations on a new con- 

tract reached a stalemate. 
Employes of the warehouse 

who went to work before picket 


lines were established contin- 
ued to load the large trucks 
at the loading docks for to- 
night’s deliveries but it was 
considered likely the drivers, 
members of Local 610, AFL 
Teamsters Union, would refuse 
to take their trucks past the 
pickets. 


Employes of the bakery who 
arrived after the pickets set 
up their lines refused to cross 
them and little activity could 
be observed in that building. 
The workers are members of 
three bakers’ unions. 

Most drivers report for duty 
in the late afternoon but two 
who were scheduled to start at 
10 a.m. failed to show up. Local 
610 of the Teamsters has about 
110 members at Kroger. There 
are some 230 inside employes 
at the warehouse and more than 
30° in the bakery. 

Edward J. Weber, business 
manager of the striking local, 
said about 28 members of the 
local were employed at the two 
plants. Negotiations on a new 
contract began last June | and 
the men voted a strike authori- 
zation about two weeks ago, he 
said. The strike vote was re- 
affirmed last night and pickets 
were established this morning. 

Weber said the question of 
wage rates was the biggest

dence to show Moore was driv- 
ing an automobile. 

In a later call, 
told Dowd she was sorry “this 
thing had gone this far.” She 
told Dowd she had not expected 
her information would be made 
public, but she did not deny 
making the statement to him 
about Moore's driving, Dowd 
said. 

Moore had been reporting 
twice a month to Schlingmann 
under conditions of probation 
granted last Oct. 27 by Judge 
Blair in another case.

The cir- 
cuit attorney, who opposed the 
parole on the Audrain jail sen- 
tence, pointed out his office has 
no jurisdiction in the matter of 
parole and probation. 

Both convictions grew out of 
traffic offenses in St. Louis 
Moore, who has been found 
guilty on 24 traffic violations in 
‘the last six years, had obtained 
a change of verte.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP) | 


—Despite Russian expressions 
of interest, United States offi- 
cials are keeping a cautious 
hand on the door to stepped up 
East-West trade. 

There is no rush, a check in 
the State, Commerce and Agri- 
culture Departments showed to- 
day, for quantities of cattle, 
tractors and other peaceful 
goods for shipment to Moscow 
or the Soviet satellites. 

Nikita Khrushchev, Russian 
Communist party boss, said 
during a conversation with a 


group of United States Senators | 
in Moscow Monday that Russia | 


is interested in importing United 
States machinery and farm 
products. He implied Russia is 
willing to sell manganese and 
other strategic materials in ex- 
change. 

The same wish for imports 
had been expressed frequently 
by the Soviet farm delegation 
which flew home from New 
York City about the same time, 
after an extensive tour of Amer- 


ican and Canadian farm areas. | 


They expressed interest in 
Santa Gertrudis cattle, tractors 
and harvesters, sorghums and 
corn seed, 


Deputy Stays Behind. 


Yuria F. Golubach, deputy | 
minister of state farms in Rus- | 


sia, stayed behind. His task is 
to complete arrangements for 
Buying in Texas 60 head of 
Santa Gertrudis cattle, a hardy 
beef strain. 

United States officials are in- 
clined to treat Khrushchev’s 
statements about increasing 
trade as tinged with political 
propaganda. If the Russians 
mean business, their next step 
would be to work through their 
commercial staff at the Wash- 
ington embassy, through their 
Amtorg trading mission in New 
York City or through a special 
trade mission. 

United States business men 
would in turn go to Russia to 
look at potential imports. Aside 
from manganese, platinum and 


some other raw materials, how- | 


ever, Russia has little to attract 
the American business eye. 


No major legal obstacles were | 
in the way of filling whatever | 


orders for peaceful goods the 
Russians might place. But of- 
ficials said each order will be 
studied and passed on in the 
light of its own mxrit. 


Licenses Needed. 


By law, the Commerce De 
partment must issue a license 
for all exports to Russia and its 
European satellites. No trade 
is permitted to Red China and 
North Korea. 

Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks recently described the 
policy as “generally to approve 
the export of non-strategic 


“goods to the U.S.S.R. and its 


European satellites, except 
where a particular transaction 
is viewed as having an adverse 
net impact upon the security 
interests on the free world.” 


The Department of Agricul. | 


ture has the same general rule. 
Gwynn Garnett, administrator 
of the department's foreign ag- 
ricultural service, said _ this 
month that export licenses for 
farm goods “will be granted as 
a matter of policy, whenever the 
United States supplies are abun- 
dant and the supplies are for 
normal peaceful uses.”

Benson Says ‘Specific’ 
Plan Will Be Given to 
Congress by Adminis- 
tration.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP) 
—Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson said today the Ad- | 
ministration will have some- 
thing “very specific’ to offer 
to Congress to bolster declining 
farm prices and incomes. 

He said he could not say yet 
what will be proposed. He said, 
however, it would be “some- | 
thing of an addition” to the | 
present program rather than a 
“change in direction.” 

“Something needs to be done | 
to ease the farm price squeeze,” 
he said. “Anyone who is sin- 
cerely interested in agriculture 
cannot be satisfied with present 
conditions. Certainly I am not.” 

Benson talked with reporters 
as he stepped from a plane re- | 
turning him from a two weeks | 
tour of Europe seeking to im- | 
prove international farm trade 
relations. 

The Secretary said the prob- 
lem of declining farm prices 
and incomes and possible rem- 
edies will be reviewed by the 
department’s agricultural ad- 
visory commission—an 18-mem- 
ber group of farm leaders—at 
a meeting in Washington Sept. 
22-23. 


Number of Proposals. 


He said consideration will be 
given to a number of proposals, 
including one that the Govern- 
ment either rent surplus land 
and take it out of cultivation or 
pay farmers incentives to do the 
Same thing. He said a land 
rental plan posed “real diffi- 
culties in administration.” 

Benson said the Administra- 
tion program will continue to 
place emphasis on flexible price 
Supports. He _ indicated that 
whatever may be _ proposed 
would be designed to channel 


— 


supplemental income to farm- 
ers’ pockets during a period of 
adjusting production to present 
day needs 

Benson said the Government 
may be able to acccmplish such 
a goal through the present agri- 
cultural conservation payments 
program under which subsidies 
are paid farmers who comply 
with government approved soil 
conservation and soil building 
practices. 

The Secretary said that he re- 
turned from ‘his tour “greatly 
encouraged” about the possibili- 
ty of trade in agricultural com- 
modities. 

Farm Income Down. 


The department reported yes- 
terday net farm income declined 
slightly more than 4 per cent in 
the first half of this year. A fur- 
ther decline in the year’s third | 
quarter was forecast 

Net income—the amount left 
from agricultural returns after 
paying production cost—was 
said to have run at the annual 
rate of $11,100,000,000 in the 


first half of the year, com- 
pared with $11,600,000,000 last 
year and $12,900,000,000 in 
1953. 


The loss in income’ was at- 
tributed chiefly to a drop in 
farm prices, averaging about 5 
per cent, 

The department's income re- 
port was issued at a time when 
many Democratic leaders were 
criticizing the administration’s 
farm policies, claiming that 
they are inadequate to assure 
farmers prosperous conditions. |

control to about $600, with the 
steel tank truck and bulldozer 
| combination standing out as 
the most potent fire-fighting 
teams. 

Steelways, publication of the 
American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute, says steel lookout towers 
are now replacing the older 
wooden ones and planes patrol 

‘vast areas to spot sleepers— 
smoldering fires beyond the 
range of the lookouts. 

It points out that once a fire 
is located, the mechanized pow- 

‘er of the ground equipment 
brings it in check. Thousand- 
gallon tank trucks, fast fire pa- 
trol wagons, hill-climbing jeeps 
equipped with two-way radios, 
and big trucks bringing bull- 
dozers onto the scene, combine | 
forces to bring fires under con- 

trol often in a matter of hours. |

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Men in Greenland Have Learned How to 
Build Subways Under Ice, Have Devices 
to Spot Hidden Crevasses.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (UP) 
—On the ice cap, Robert R. 
Philippe said today, “you have 
to attempt the fantastic.” 
That is why a handful of 


Army Engineers at the top of.

North Pole from Russia, are 


planning to make electricity out | 


of snow. 

That is why the Army Engi- 
neers have perfected techniques 
for building subways, with 
arched roofs of hardened snow, 
under the Arctic ice. 

That is why they have de- 
veloped electronic devices for 
spotting hidden crevasses and 
for guiding men and machines 
a the mysterious “white- 
out.” 

Ice Two Miles Thick. 

Philippe, 50-year-old chief of 
the Army Engineers’ special en- 
gineering branch, has just re- 
turned from his fourth tour of 
duty in three years at Tuto, on 
the edge of Greenland’s two- 
mile-thick ice cap. 

Tuto, 775 miles inside the 
Arctic Circle, is 15 miles north 
of Thule, the Air Force base 
which is this country’s north- 
ernmost outpost of defense 
against H-bomb attack over the 
Pole. Tuto’s letters stand for 
“Thule Takeoff.” It is not the 
Engineers’ most advance camp. 
That is Fistclench, 200 miles 
farther out on the cap. 

The Army Engineers have 
been carrying one some 24 “re- 
search and development” proj- 
ects out of Tuto for three years. 

This year, during the summer 
period of the midnight sun, 275 
men have been operating out 
of Tuto, venturing occasionally 
on journeys of as much as 1300 
miles on the ice cap. Except 
for four or five who will stay 
through the winter, these men 
are now pulling out until next 
summer. 

The contingent includes 170 
enlisted men, seven officers, 
two warrant officers, and 90-odd 
civilians, among them a number 
of engineering students not yet 
out of college and a number of 
recent graduates. 

Problem of Power.

Nuclear power has been in- 
vestigated. The engineers are 
now building at Fort Belvoir, 
Va.. a model of a “power pack- 
age” plant whosg parts can be 
transported to remote bases like 
thule by airplane. 

Meanwhile, Philippe said. the 
engineers have studied wind- 
driven power plants, — solar 
plants, the prospects of which 
he said are “very encouraging,” 
and “‘snow-power” plants. 

He conceded that making 
power out of snow “sounds fan- 
tastic.” No snow power plant 
has yet been built. But ideas 
have been worked out as to how 
it would operate. Its chances 
of success stem from the fact 
that the ice cap is not a level 
plain but has slopes and hills 
and peaks ranging up to 2300 
feet above the surrounding 
area. 

Where there would be a fall 
of around 1500 feet in half a 
mile, say, you would set up an 
automatic “snow mining’ ma- 
chine at the top. It would dump

The Boom of °55 7 


Most Americans will remember that Henry 
Wallace wrote a book ten years ago entitled 
“Sixty Million Jobs.” The title turned out to be 
an accurate prediction, though some persons 
thought it fantastic. And now that title is strictly 
past history. 2 

There are today 65 million jobs in this coun- 
try. The 1954 recession meant some fluctuation 
in employment, but in the first six months of 
this year some 5,000,000 persons were added to 
the employment total. Never before have so many 
Americans had jobs. 

This is just one indication of what may be 
known as the Boom of ‘55. Nearly every aspect 
of the economy is running close to top speed 
except farm income. And in Washington there 
is some thought that the speed is a little too fast, 
and brakes ought to be applied. 

Consequently, all 12 Federal Reserve Banks 
have now increased their discount rates. The ob- 
ject is to slow down the boom in credit for all 
purposes, which in turn should cause both pro- 
ducers and consumers as well as lesiders to avoid 
temptation. For while credit expansion always 
plays a part in booms, in this prosperity a good 
deal of the nation is spending against its future. 

Consumer debt now stands in excess of 32 
billion dollars, a record high. To this may be 
added many more billions of credit extended to 
corporations, homeowners, farmers and so on. 
Home mortgage debt alone increased 9 per cent 
in the first half of this year. Homeowners owe 
close to 80 billions on mortgages. 

The auto industry, so-called bellwether of our 
economy, illustrates both the strength and poten- 
tial weaknesses of the present boom. As automo- 
bile production rises to record heights this year, 
s0 does the debt of auto purchasers. Installment 
credit generally stands at 25 billions and auto 
debt accounts for half of it. 

Still Detroit is pushing out more cars and 
dealer inventories are so high that dealers are 
offering everything from a dozen roses to a trip 
to Paris to prorpective purchasers. If auto pro- 
duction next year fell back even to the total of 
1954, when 5,500,000 cars were produced, the 
production decline might amount to more than 
two million cars. And that would play hob with 
employment in autos and many related indus- 
tries, such as steel. 

Our economy runs on credif, of course, but 
living off the cuff can grow risky. The most en- 
couraging sign of stability at the moment, the 
Federal Reserve Board says, is that more than 
half of all families have no installment debt. 
And of those who do have, two thirds could 
clear their debts within 12 months. 

In the realm of public policy, several conclu- 
sions are obvious in such a boom period. This 
is a good time for tightening credit restrictions, 
as the Federal Reserve Board is doing. This is 
not a good time to cut taxes, which would merely 
encourage more spending. This is more logically 
a time for cutting the national debt. A prosper- 
ous Nation could afford to do that. 

Nor is this the best time to contemplate bor: 
rowing for vast public works expenditures, such 
as a miulti-billion-dollar federal highway pro- 
gram. It would be particularly poor timing to 
adopt anything like the Administration's ariginal 
plan to issue special highway bonds outside the 
national debt. Such projects should be put as 
nearly as possible on a pay-as-you-go basis. 

Since next year is an election year, politics is 
bound to influence economic thinking in Wash- 
ington. No one wants to raise taxes, naturally, or 
apply any brakes which would upset the pros- 
perity applecart. But not even an election cam- 
paign should take the Government's eye off the 
rising economic speedometer. 
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Danger on the Turnpike 

Motorists who think that fine new highways 
would necessarily reduce traffic fatalities can 
guess again. That idea is disproved in the Mirror 
of Public Opinion article on this page and also 
by a recent study of the Missouri Highway Pa- 
trol. George Thurmond, safety officer of the 
patrol, reported in St. Louis that most traffic 
accidentsS occur on straight stretches of major 
highways. The most common causes of fatal 
crashes are excessive speed and lack of atten- 
tion to driving, both of which are encouraged 
by brand new highways. The moral of this find- 
ing is simply that fine pavement is no safer than 
the motorists on it, and unfortunately the motor- 
ists often need the encouragement of firm law 
enforcement to drive safely. As the nation builds 
néw roads, it is going to have to police them

The Home-Owner’s Flood Bill 


Some arrangement for flood insurance is cer- 
tainly desirable, as Housing Commissioner Al- 
bert M. Cole asserts, Biif it is virtually unques- 
tionable, as he suggested after a conferente 
with representatives of the insurance business, 
that Government subsidy would be necessary. 
The reasons for this are simple. 

People will not buy flood insurance unless 
they are in danger of floods. Consequently, the 
risk cannot be spread over a broad base. as is 
essential in any financially-sound insurance op- 
eration. Attempts have been made in the past 
to write flood insurance but 
bankruptcy. 

The absence of flood insurance. meanwhile, is 
not only a practical but a pressing problem to 
the many families in the Northeast whose homes 
were destroyed in the recent torrential floods. 
They are compelled to pay for new quarters 
while still owing mortgages on piles of rubble 
upon which the banks are ready to foreclose. 

President Eisenhower suggests that the fov- 
ernment might go into a limited partnership 
with insurance companies to make flood insur- 
ance feasible. That is a possibility that should be 
thoroughly exploréd in the legislation which 
Commissioner Cole says will be proposed to the 
next session of Congress. 

An insurance plan could perhaps cushion the 
financial blow to the home-owner sufficiently to 
transform it from cfushing to supportable. At 
the same 4ime, the bést form of flood insurance 
will continue te be flood contro), and in the long 
run it may prove to be the most economical as 
well as the most effective. 
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Anything But Anonymous 

Surely something a good deal more important 
than petty squabbling can be done by members 
of the House subcommittee investigating the In- 
terior Department's changes in electric power 
policies. Chairman Chudoff, Pennsylvania Demo- 
crat, who has shown a régrettable tendency to 
partisan acrimony, touched off the latest tiffiet 
by referring to a certain document as “anony- 
mous.” This was pretty silly, since Mr. Chudoff 
himself had disclosed three months ago that the 
memorandum on which the Interior Department 
based its policy changes was authored by the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co.

Representafive Hoffman, Michigan Republican, 
a member of the Chudoff subcommittee who has 
made himself the standing apologist for the Ad- 
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ministration, objected strenuously to the refer- 
ence to the document as'“anonymous.” And in 
this manner some of the time and opportunity 
of the subcommittee was frittered away. 

Cannot both Democrats and Republicans in 
this important work rise above such profitless 
peevishness? The policies under consideration 
are high policies; the effect on the American 
public is considerable. The subject deserves the 
subcommittee’s examination at a high level of 
competence. 
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Who Does Have Air Supremacy? 

The answer to the question: Is the United 
States losing alr supremacy to Soviet Russia? is 
one of the most important of the day. The Sen- 
ate military preparedness subcommittee seeks 
the answer. Whatever that answer may be, it 
will have a bearing on the coming presidential 
election and the balancing of the national budget 
as well as on the status of military preparedness. 

The question concerns the quantity and quality 
of jet intercontinental bombers, all-weather in- 
terceptor planes, radar warning station chains 
and guided missiles of all kinds—particularly the 
dread intercontinental ballistic missile, on which 
both Russia and the United States are reported 
to be working feverishly, It involves such con- 
troversies as the one over whether the Army’s 
ground defense Nike missile can knock down an 
enemy bomber or whether the bomber can jam 
the missile with radar. 

Such an inquiry is long overdue. The confu- 
sion among Congressmen and Pentagon officials 
has left the man in the street sadly bewildered. 
A straightforward answer, devoid of any sem- 
blance of politics, can dispel the fog. 

Senator Symington, a member of the subcom- 
mittee, and the first Air Force Secretary, fears 
Russia is ahead in the race for the interconti- 
nental missile. Bernard M. Baruch, the elder 
statesman, cautions that there must be no reduc- 
tion in any branch of the armed services until 
the world situation becomes easier. Gen. Nathan 
F. Twining, head of the Air Force, said in a 
speech on Aug. 31 at Boston that an air attack 
“could pour out of the Soviet Union engulfing 
and overwhelming not only cities or states but 
our entire nation.” The week before, at Dayton, 
he said that the Air Force had already begun 
“the long and delicate transition from planes to 
missiles for some of its missions.” 

The Senate inquiry may prove embarrassing 
to Secretary of Defense Wilson. For in June 
1954 the powerful Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee ordered Mr. Wilson to report by the fol- 
lowing Jan. 15 on the status of the guided missile 
program. It assailed the missile program 
of the three services as “disorganized.” 

Mr. Wilson finally appointed a committee to 
make the guided missile investigation, including 
Donald A. Quarles, recently appointed Secre- 
tary of the Air Force. This committee made a 
secret report Feb. 16. 

Senator Johnson and his preparedness sub- 
committee have a responsible mission to carry 
out. The sooner they make their report the 
sooner the people will be relieved of some of 
the confusion that surrounds the country’s mil- 
itary stance.

Across the Boundaries 

The County Police Department's deputy plan 
offers a hopeful if limited approach to the old 
problem of how to unify public services in a 
divided and subdivided county. 

Under this plan, as described by Police Super- 
intendent Albert E. DuBois, the County Police 
will deputize officers of municipal police forces. 
The local police will benefjt because they will 
then be able to go beyond their city limits for 
pursuit or othefs*purposes, ‘The County Police 
will expect the local police to meet higher effi- 
ciency standards in return for this added authori- 
ty. Both county and local police will benefit 
from a uniform crime reporting procedure, 
which also is a part of the deputy agreement. 

With its myriad local boundaries, St. Louis 
county is a kind of maze for effective govern- 
ment. Some public services would certainly be 
more efficient on a county-wide basis, but they 
cannot easily be integrated without stepping on 
municipal autonomy or local pride. 

Onc hopeful approach to co-operation between 
county and city is by contract. The County 
Health Department offers health service to 
cities by*vontract and the County Police Depart- 
ment has power to provide law enforcement 
for the cities by contract. But where citiés 
insist on maintaining their own police forces, 
the deputy plan offers the best way for county 
and city to work together for public safety. 
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A Long Shadow-Bout 

The Governors of the Missouri Valley states, 
after examining the compact method of regional 
development for six years, are right back where 
they started. 

They are still in search of a means of improv- 
ing the integration of basin programs. 

They have rejected the compact method for 
reasons which this newspaper predicted in 1949 
would be found tc make it undesirable. It would 
be cumbersome, it would have to be approved 
by every one of the 10 states, and it could lead 
to much litigation. 

Furthermore, it would lack flexibility, as the 
Missouri Basin Survey Commissioh headed by 
Senator Hennings of Missourt pointed out. 

If there is any profit to be gained from this 
prolonged shadow-boxing with the compact idea, 
it is through realization that a negative approach 
is not enough. The compact idea was taken up 
in the first place te avoid a valley authority, as 
Dick Fabrick, Montana's representative on the 
Missouri River States Committee, who léd the 
attack that junked the compact proposal, noted. 

A far more promising approach would be to 
consider a managerial method because it prom- 
ises to be good in itself. This the Governors have 
not yet started to do. They have shied away from 
it for the plain and simple reason that some 
Single agency of management would be neces- 
sary, and there are too many people in public 
life in the Missouri Valley who want to continue 
to bé able to play off one Government agency 
against the other. 

Whenever the Governors, and the other public 
representatives who control the course of legisia- 
tion, decide to quit playing balance-of-power poli- 
tics with regional development, there may come 
about the integration te which all of them al- 
ready give lip service. 

It will almost certainly not come about be- 
fore then.

Are Good Roads Safer Roads?

Though in favor of big road program, safety expert says good 
highways alone will not greatly reduce traffic accidents; ‘fool-

We do not have one single shred of 
evidence with our existing postwar crea- 
tions in superhighways to support the 
promise that a better highway, alone 
and unaided, will greatly reduce our 
traffic accident experience. 


Instead, we have ample proof that 
until modern highways have the ac- 
companiment of stepped up traffic law 
enforcement and tighter driver control, 
there is just as great a likelihood that 
our accident troubles will increase. The 
growing favorable traffic casualty rec- 
ord of the present turnpikes and super- 
highways dates only from the day that 
modern techniques of enforcement were 
applied freely, firmly and impartially. 


It would appear to be a statement of 
the obvious to say that the building of 
adequate modern highways would re- 
duce traffic accidents. Our common 
sense alone will indicate that the elim- 
ination of curves, the widening of pave- 
ment, the improvement of surface, the 
correction of grades and the redesign 
of intersections would so greatly im- 
prove the flow of traffic and would so 
engineer safety into the roadway that 
accidents would drop sharply. 


A look at the record, however, tends 
to shatter this idealism. Reports of the 
states tell us that 78 per cent of the 
fatal traffic accidents take place on 
straight, level roads, with the remain- 
ing 22 per cent on some combination of 
curve, turn, grade or crest of hill. More- 
over, the experience with our Eastern 
turnpikes tells us that when the high- 
way is engineered for safety we substi- 
tute other types of traffic accident for 
the varieties common to the outmoded 
and more crowded highways and thus 
still keep the casualty toll at a high 
level. 


There can be little doubt that the 
straightening of shafp curves or the 
reduction of steep grades might help 
lower the 22 per cent of our accident 
involvement in which thete highway 
features play a part. However, we may 
only be jumping from the frying pan 
into the fire. 

Improved highway designs are in 
the direction of a type which appar- 
ently produces more accidents rather 
than less. By the elimination of a curve 


we seem to invite greater speed. Lim- 
ited access facilities seem to increase 
the frequency of accidents in which 
“following too closely,” fatigue and 
“running off the road” are featured. 


Plainly, I am of the opinion that the 
calm assumption that more and better 
highways will guarantee 40 to 50 per 
cent fewer traffic accidents is either 
wishful thinking or an overzealous at- 
tempt to justify the highway program. 
Into the total cost of highway progress 
we must figure the added cost of strict 
control if we really want safety to be a 
co-partner. We are not dealing with a 
handful of highway users or a few main 
roads, but with 70,000,000 drivers and 
60,000,000 vehicles. Half-measures and 
small projects will solve neither the 
highway program nor the traffic acci- 
dent problem. What can we do’? 


We can remember that in the billions 
of dollars we urge for new highways, a 
few millions needs to be earmarked 
for control of the facility we create. If 
safety is an integral and inseparable 
part of the whole highway problem— 
which I belleve it to be—there is more 
to safety planning for new roads than 
design features. It would be foolhardy 
to think of improving the highway sys- 
tem first and adding safety control as 
an afterthought. 


To meet the problems of the new 
highways, we must increase the means 
of enforcement and control. Police and 
driver license officials must have the 
personnel, the training for that person- 
nel and the modern equipment to do the 
complete job of highway supervision. 
This is a job they already know how to 
do if sufficient — backing and 
money were available. 


As a conservative estimate, it has 
been suggested that a truly adequate 
highway’ system might save 3500 lives 
and 120,000 personal injuries a year. 
That's about 10 per cént of the present 
annual toll. I believe this figure to be 
a reasoned and candid appraisal of 
possibility, uninfluenced by emotion or 
the desire to “sell” an idea. Such a 
saving would be a return on our high- 
way investment over and above the 
benefits to transportation. Definitely, 
that saving is worth going after!

The Walk Home: Via Dunkirk 


THE BIG PICK-UP; A NOVEL OF DUNKIRK by 

Elileston Trevor. (Macmillan, 256 pgs., $3.) 

At home in hell is the little company 
of British soldiers whose experiences 
are chronicled in this novel set amidst 
the collapse of France in 1940. When 
the German Army overran the country, 
three British soldiers calmly began to 
walk home. One hundred miles of 
French soil and twenty miles of the 
English Channel lay before them, The 
route went via Dunkirk. 

This absorbing novel of Elleston 
Trevor relates the story of the little 
party, suddenly reduced to two by a 
burst of bullets from an advancing Ger- 
man patrol. It was a story re-enacted 
throughout the north of France and 
Belgium by the hundreds of thousands 
in those disastrous days when the only 
thing on which Tommy could rely, if 
lucky, was his two good feet. 

Because they were men, they wanted 
to live.

Their periods of 
greatest activity occur dbout 
sunrise and again in late after- 
noon, They are active until late 
dusk and also are active on 
moonlight nights.

The 1955 Legislature amend- 
ed a former law prohibiting the 
dumping of glass, bottles, nails, 
tacks or hedge on a public road, 
punishable as a misdemeanor, 
to include dumping of “cans, 
garbage, trash, refuse or rub-| 
bish of any kind, nature or de- 
scription” on the right of way. 

The highway department has 
been spending from $5 to $225 
a mile a year to keep the right 
of way of state highways free 
of rubbish. The cost varies 
with the density of population 
and the volume of traffic.

dence: Considerably more new businesses are being born 

this year than last, and slightly fewer are dying. In the 
first seven months 85,250 new concerns were incorporated— 
a show of confidence 26.6 per cent greater 
than the year before. In the same months 
6487 failures with loss to creditors were 
counted—a decline of'2.2 per cent from 1955. 
Those that go out of business for whatever | 
reason (merger, death of the owner, etc.) 
without leaving some creditor holding the 
sack aren't included in the figures compiled 
by Dun & Bradstreet. 

THAT STATISTICAL AGENCY NOTES to- 
day that 1954's failure rate—that is, the num- 
ber of bankruptcies as a percentage of the 
total business concerns in existence—was the 
highest for any year since 1942. So, the slight drop in the to- 
tals this year is that more the welcome. 

In 1954, out of every 10,000 business concerns, 42 tossed 
in the towel.

Fast Reading 


By Angelo Patri 


NE OF the modern notions in educational circles is 
() ses in reading. Often I wonder why this speed is 
, necessary in elementary and secondary schools. I can 
quite understand why speed in reading, on occasions, can 
be necessary for a scholar, 
one who must consult many 
books day after day. But 
children «who are just 
learning to read? No. 
Reading is the most im- 
portant study in the ele- 
mentary and secondary 
schools and it is not being 
taught as it should be in 
these days of speed. I! 
hear of children in the 
beginners’ grades being 
pushed through a number 
of readers. I have seen 
some of these books and 
I would not give them 
shelfroom much less ask children to read them. Their 
story value, their stimulating quality, their cultural values 
are about zero. But they can be read speedily. As if that 
were important.

WHAT IS IMPORTANT in these beginners’ classes is 
time, worth-while content and thorough instruction so that 
the children learn the sight words, the phonic elements of 
the words and get the meaning of the content so that they 
have a story to tell and the ability to tell it. 

Reading should do more for a child than giving him 
the ability to read, “Run, Jim, run.” To get the values 
that reading ought to give a pupil, the reader should offer 
good literature—and I hold that The Little Red Hen, 
Chicken Little, The Pancake, are good literature. When a 
reader is confined to a selected vocabulary there is a great 
loss in the quality of the story. 


x *« * 

TEACHING READING means stimulating interest 
(that’s where the good story comes in), teaching the sight 
words, the phonic elements, and getting the meaning of the 
story back from the children. 

This teaching, a thorough teaching, should continue 
through the secondary schools. If it is properly done in the 


beginning, carried on grade by grade, there will be little 
need of remedial reading. 


x * * 

HOLDING A STOPWATCH on children who are trying 
to learn a subject, any subject, is to raise obstacles that 
would never come up if time were allowed the pupil to 
learn and recite at his own rate*of speed. Indeed, that is 

the only rate he will learn at, pressure notwithstanding. 
Time pressure creates confusion in the mind of any worker. 
Certainly it should not be used on beginners. 

University scholars are supposed to have reading skills 
that allow them to pick the paragraph, the heart of the para- 
graph, on sight, but that is a little too much to ask of be- 
Pnners.

Fix It Yourself

On Removing Wallpaper. 

HERE isn't much of a prob- 
T lem involved in removing a 

single layer of non-washable 
wallpaper from a plaster wall. 
You simply wet it down with 
water and then strip it off in 
vertical sections. The problems 
start coming up, however, when 
you've got something besides 
one layer of washable paper or 
something besides a plaster 
wall. 

For example with washable 
type papers you may find that 
ordinary water won't get 
through the surface to loosen 
up the paste. Steam is good to 
use here or you can add a 
wallpaper remover to the water 
which makes the water pene- 
trate the coating on the surface 
of the paper. 

When someone has painted 
over wallpaper the paint will 
have to be given a sanding be- 
fore you can remove the paper. 
You don't have to sand away 
all the paint but you must cut 
through the coating sufficiently 
so that water will be able to 
reach the paper. 

You will often run across 
several layers of paper one on 
top of the other. For this job, 
don't try to take them off all 
at once. Do one layer at a 
time. 

Wallpaper applied to gypsum 
wallboard can be difficult to 
remove unless the wallboard 
was first coated with a varnish 
size. What you have to do is 
to use as little water as possi- 
ble to soften up the paste and 
then remove the paper covering 
on the wallboard. When the 
wallboard is dry, coat it with 
shellac and when this is dry, 
sand lightly. 

Water tends to soften up 
plaster so always be careful not 
to gouge the soft plaster with 
a corner of your putty knife.

ORE PEOPLE have suf- 
M teres because of their re- 

ligion since 1917 than in 
the first three centuries of the 
Christian era. Whether we know 
it or not, we live in the Age of 
the Great Martyrdom. We will 
have to wait until Russia re- 
jects Communism before we 
will know the millions who 
suffered there. But to Russia 
must be added those who were 
persecuted in the three Baltic 
nations where a total popula- 
tion of 22,300,000 people, and 
in the seven European states 
where a total population of 
92,300,000 were added to the 
tyrannical tortures of Commu- 
nism. On the other side of the 
world, China, Korea and Viet- 
nam are also to be added to the 
list of martyrs. 

That brings up the question 
of what will happen when the 
sickle and hammer no longer 
cut and beat those who are 
guilty of the new crime of be- 
lieving in God. For an answer 
to that, one may go back to 
Paul and his companions, who, 
on one of their missionary 
journeys, went to Antioch. A 
persecution broke out against 
them, and they were forced to 
go to Iconium. There another 
persecution coursed and Paul 
and his friends were to be 
stoned. They fled to Lystra, in 
obedience to the Will of the 
Master: “When they persecute 
you in one city, flee into an- 
other” not that they might 
find rest, but that they might 
preach the Gospel.

OVID, THE LATIN POET, 
has a description of Lystra as a 
plain, surrounded by lofty hills. 
On the walls of the city stood 
a little temple and alongside 
the temple grew a lime tree and 
an oak tree. To that quaint 
city, persecutors came from 
Antioch and Iconium. Stirring 
up a tumult among the people, 
they caused Paul and his com- 
panions to be stoned, leaving 
them as dead. Paul must have 
thought at that moment of the 
stones he saw rained on Stephen 
as he held the vestments of 
those who did the killing. How 
often we find that sins which 


have been forgiven and of 
which we are guilty, bring on in 
old age a punishment which 
bears some relation to youth. 
What did Paul and his com- 
panions do in the face~of these 
tortures? One would think they 
would go further afield, away 
from it, putting a distance be- 
tween the persecutors and 
themselves. But the fact is 
that they turned back to again 
visit all the places where they 
had suffered—first to Lystra, 
then to Iconium, then to An- 
tioch, and finally to Psidia, 
from whence he had to flee. 
Bruised, battered and broken, 
he returned to those same 
cities, as a great ship in the 
days of old returned to battle 
with masts broken, timbers 
splintered, but with flag flying 
ready for any encounter.

A DAY WILL COME WHEN 
the 600,000 refugees of North- 
ern Vietnam, most of whom 
suffered for their faith, will re- 
turn again to Northern Vietnam, 
to take up where they left off. 
A procession one day will begin 
in the salt mines of Russia or 
in Siberia, and gradually will 
wend its way back again to 
Moscow and Kiev. Those who 
fled to America to escape the 
persecution in the Slavic coun- 
tries will return, at least for a 
visit, to their native lands.

This is the fourth installment 
of one of the most discussed 
books of our time, Anne Mor- 


row Lindbergh’s 
Sea,” the current No. 1 best- 
seller among non-fiction books. 
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HIS SHELL was a gift: I 
T did not find it. It was hand- 

ed to me by a friend. It is 
unusual on the island. One does 
not often tome across such a 
perfect double-sunrise — shell. 
Both halves of this delicate bi- 
valve are exactly matched. Each 
side, like the wing of a butter- 
fly, is marked with the same 
pattern; translucent white, ex- 
cept for three rosy rays that fan 
out from the golden hinge bind- 
ing the two together. I hold 
two sunrises between my thumb 
and finger. Smooth, whole, un- 
blemished shell, I wonder how 
its fragile perfection survived 
the breakers on the beach. 

It is unusual, vet it was given 
to.me freely. People are like 
that here. Strangers smile on 
you at the beach, come up and 
offer you a shell, for no reason, 
lightly, and then go by and 
leave you alone again. Nothing 
is demanded of you in payment, 
no social rite expected, no tie 
established. It was a gift, freely 
offered, freely taken, in mutual 
trust. People smile at you here, 
like children, sure that you will 
not rebuff them, that you will 
smile back. _And you do, be- 
cause you know it will involve 
nothing. The smile, the act, the 
relationship is hung in space, in 
the immediacy and purity of 
the present; suspended on the 
still point of here and now: 
balanced there, on a shaft of 
air, like a seagull. 


The pure relationship, how 
beautiful it is! How easily it is 
damaged, or weighed down with 
irrelevancies—not even irrele- 
vancies, just life itself,. the 
accumulations of life and of 
time. For the first part of every 
relationship is pure, whether it 
be’ with friend or lover, hus- 
band or child. It is pure, simple 
and unencumbered. It is like 
the artist's vision before he has 
to discipline it into form, or 
like the flower of love before 
it has ripened to the firm but 
heavy fruit of responsibility. 
Every relationship seems sim- 
ple at its start. The simplicity 
of first lov>, or friendliness, the 
mutuality of first sympathy 
seems, at its initial appearance

In the sheltered sim- 
plicity of the first days after a 
baby is born, one sees again 
the magical closed circle, the 
miraculous sense of two people 
existing only for each other, the 
tranquil sky reflected on the 
face of the mother nursing her 
child. It is, however, only a 
brief interlude and not a sub- 
stitute for the original more 
complete relationship. 


But though both men and 
women are absorbed in their 


specialized roles and each 
misses something of the early 
relationship, there are great 


differences in their needs. While 
man, in his realm, has less 
chance for personal relations 
than woman, he may have more 
opportunity for giving himself 
creatively in work. Woman, on 
the other hand, has more chance 
for personal relations, but these

do not give her a sense of her 
creative identity. the individual 
who has something of her own 


to say or to give. With each 
partner hungry for different 
reasons and each misunder 


standing the other’s needs, it 
is easy to fall apart or into late 
love affairs. The temptation is 
to blame the situation on the 
other person and to accept the 
easy solution that a new and 
more understanding partner will 
solve everything. 

But neither woman nor man 
are likely to be fed by another 


relationship which seems easier 


because it is In an earlier stage. 


Such a love affair cannot really 


bring back a sense of identity. 
Certainly, one has the illusion 
that one will find oneself in be- 
ing loved for what one really 
is. not for a collection of func- 
tions. But can one actually find 
oneself in someone else? In 
someone else's love? Or even 
in the mirror someone else 
holds up for one? I believe 
that true identity is found, as 
Eckhart once said, by “going 
into one’s own ground and 
knowing oneself.” It is found 
in creative activity springing 
from within. It is found, para- 
doxically, when one loses one- 
self. One must lose one’s life 
to find it. Woman can best 
refind herself by losing herself 
in some kind of creative activity 
of her own. Here she will be 
able to refind her strength, the 
strength she needs to look and 
work at the second half of the 
problem—the neglected pure 
relationship. Only a_ refound 
person can refind a personal re- 
lationship. 

But can the pure relationship 
of the sunrise shell be refound 
once it has become obscured? 
Obviously some _ relationships 
can never be recovered. It is 
not just a question of different 


needs to be understood and 
filled. In their changing roles 
the two partners may have 


grown in different directions or 
at different rates of_speed. A 
brief double-sunrise episode 
may have been all they could 
achieve. It was an end in itself 
and not a foundation for a 
deeper relation. In a growing 
relationship, however, the origi- 
nal essence is not lost but 
merely buried under the im- 
pedimenta of life. The care of 
reality is still there and needs 
only to be removed and re- 
affirmed.

unexpected joy of one of these 
vacation How wondertul it 
was to leave the children, the 
house, the job, and all the ob- 
ligations of daily life; to go out 
together, whether for a month 
or a weekend or even just a 
night in an inn by themselves 

How surprising it was to find 
the miracle of the sunrise re- 
peated. There was the sudden 
pleasure of having breakfast 
alone with the man one fell in 
love with, Here at the small 
table, are only two people fac- 
ing each other. How the table 
at home has grown! And how 
distracting it is, with four or 
five children, a telephone ring- 
ing in the hall, two or three 
school busses to catch, not to 
speak of the commuter's train. 
How all this separates one from 
one’s husband and clogs up 
the pure relationship. But sit- 
ling at a table alone opposite 
each other, what is there to 
separate one? Nothing but a 
coffee pot, corn muffins and 
marmalade. 4 simple enough 
pleasure, surely, to have break- 
fast alone with one’s husband, 
but how seldom married people 
in the midst of life achieve it.

CTUALLY, I believe this 
temporary return to the 
pure relationship holds good 
for one’s children, too, If only, 
I think, playing with my 
rise shell—if only we could 
have each of our children alone, 
not just for part of each day, 


but for part of each month, 
each year. Would they not be 
happier, stronger and, in the 


end, more independent because 
more secure? Does each child 
not secretly long for the pure 
relationship he once had with 
the mother, when he was “The 
Baby,” when the nursery doors 
were shut and she was feeding 
him at her breast—alone? And 
if we were able to put 
practice this belief and spend 
more time with each child alone 
~—-would he not only gain in 
security and strength, but also 
learn an important first lesson 
in his adult relationship? 


We all wish to be loved alone 
“Don't sit under the apple-tree 
with anyone else but me,” runs 
the old popular song. Perhaps, 
as Auden says in his poem, this 
is a fundamental error in man- 
kind 

For the error bred in the 

bone 

Of each woman and each man 

Craves what it cannot have, 

Not universal love 

But to be loved alone 

Is it such a sin”? In discussing 
this verse with an Indian philos- 
opher, I had an illuminating 
answer. “It is all right to wish 
to be loved alone,” he said 
“mutuality is the essence of 
love. There cannot be others 
in mutuality. It is only in the 
time-sense that it is wrong. It 
is when we 
of being loved alone that we 
go wrong.” For not only do we 
insist on believing romantically 
in the “one-and-only’—the one- 
and-only love, the one-and-only 
mate, the one-and-only mother. 
the one-and-only security—we 
wish the “one-and-only” to be 
permanent, ever-present and 
continuous. The desire for con- 
tinuity of being-loved-alone 
seems to me “the error bred in 
the bone” of man. For “there 
is no one-and-only,” as a friend 
of mine once said in a similar 
discussion, “there are just one- 
and-only moments.” 


The one-and-only moments 
are justified. The return to 
them even if temporarily, is 
valid. The moment over the 
marmalade and muffins is valid; 
the moment feeding the child 
at the breast is valid; the mo- 
ment racing with him later on 
the beach is valid. Finding

to spell, savs Judy Kurer, who 
has found glamour, success and 
world travel in the job of an 
expert secretary. 

Now in Tachikawa, Japan, 
recording high-level confer- 
ences for the United States Air 
Force, Judy took time out for 
a chat while in New York just 
before her takeoff. Here are 
s®me bits of sound advice she 
offers to girls who want secre- 
tarial jobs: 


tT. When you apply for a 
job, always wear a hat and 
gloves. The casual look is not 


for business offices. 
2. Dont talk too much. Con- 
stant vakety-vak can drive an 


employer crazy. 


3. Never be caught out with- 
out your pocket dictionary. 
Even if you think you can spell, 


you'll find the dictionary comes

Judy has a unique job. She 
is what might be called a 
mechanized secretary. Her spe- 
cialty is to take verbatim re- 
ports of meetings, conversa- 
tions, speeches and sometimes 
trials, by talking into a strange 
device called a stenomask, 
which is hooked up to a re- 
cording machine. 

When ready for work, Judy 
looks something like a _ girl 
from Mars. with the mask 
fitted tightly over her mouth, 
in the manner of skin diving 
equipment.
